FollowinR this wc have received several letters asking us what action 
we intend to take in this matter. Now we can follow but one course 
and that is to express our opinion of compulsory physical training, 
and to outline our reasons for that opinion, .and this wc intend to do 
below. Whatever other action, if any, is to be taken must be started 
by the students. , : . „ . 

As wc have previously stated we belisve that physical training 
should form a part of the curriculum of every student at the Univer- 
sity, but .we think it unwise to force it down the throats of uppcr- 



classmen, in which category wc place third, fourth and fifrti year men 
For first and secondxyear undergraduates compulsory physical train- 
ing may be n good thing. These men, most of them still in their 
teens, no doubt cxpcricnte a Rrcat sense of freedom when they gra- 
duate from Iiigh .school to the University. The discipline is different, 
less strict, and the responsibility is shifted more from the shoulders 

of the teacher to tli;it of the pupil himself. The youth finds himself To the Editor, McGlll "Daily"," 
master of his own life with little enquiry into his. way of living it.

tO'throw discretion to the winds, to follow no s>'stematic mode of liv- 
ing, but 0 obey his own whims and caprices. ■ In all too many cases 
thèse lead him to seek enjoyment almost exclusively in theatres, 
d/mccs and suili îhinp.s and little in those more exhiliarating pastimes 
which go to huild up a sturdy nationhood, .We are well aware. that 
Ihis docs not apply to all Freshmen and Sophomores, perhaps not 
even the majority, but wc are of the opinion that this state docs exist 
among an appreciable number of istudfints- in the first two years. 
Whether the end justificsjhc means, whether ph'yèîcaf training shoulti 
be made compulsory for the sake of those, possibly the minority, who 
hav6 n^t become sufficiently settled in and familiar with, their irew 
surroundings must be decidcd by the student body, but we think that 
there arc reasons in its favor, particularly as'thçsc stiidcnts can easily 
spare the time for it. 

But when applied to the third year, no doubt exists in our minds. 
Compulsory physical training for Juniors is, in our opinion, ynwise, 
unjust and tends towards destroying what self respect has been cultl- 
.vated during previous years, ' ' ; -, 

. ' If a student is compelled to take physical training during his first 
two years at college, or if after its importance has been impressed 
upon him he is allowed to decide for himself what he wishes to- do In 
"this, respect, he will become sufficiently inured to it and will i^cog- 
nize its true value to such an extent that 'he will a's a matter of coui^ 
continue it during his third, and possibly his^ fourth, year at college. 
Failing this he will in most cases have cultivated a liking for some 
particular branch of sport, from which he will derive as much invigo- 
rating exercise and far more enjoyment than from a course of train, 
ing which is forced upon him irregardless of his tastes. 

Instead of more co-operatfon and interchange of opinion existing 
betwe^^n the Governors and the students, there seems to be less eacli 
year, Much of this may be due to the students themselves not evinc- 
ing sufficient interest in -what-ie going on about the University, but 
certainly in a question such as that treated here, the sentiments of the 
students, those most intimaely concerned, should be solicited. When 
a man reaches his third year at college and his twentieth or twenty- 
first on the broad highway of life, he should not be forced into a' mode 
of action like .in irresponsiblt schoolboy. The unpleasantness at 
McGill we credit with enough common sense and knowledge of right 
and wrong to be able to decide for themselves what they wish to do. 
To have physical training forced upon them is to tell them that their 
opinions as to how they should live their lives are worth naught, and 
that others, older in years than they are will decide for them.. 

■ -The various Faculties have not yet, as far as we are aware, ex- 
pressed an opinion on nor stated their belief .or disbelief in compul- 
sory physicalraining. What they will decide will no d()ubt be awaited 
with interest by the students, especially as the rumor .has been spread 
that the Faculties are anxious to hear and to consider the views which 
tire undergraduates entertain regarding the matter,

expressed by the Faculties and particularly hy the studcnts'themselves

CHINESE TOO! 



A course .of lectures on tho econo- 
mic problems of China with special 
referènce to modern trade conditions 
is to be given during the. spring ses- 
Blon of Columbia. University, .New 
York City,. 80 Prof. Yule Meng Chen, 
mrofesoriil' lecturer, on Far' Eaptern 
conmerjCf, told a representative of 
a cerUin N«w York paper. 

"This course," said Professor Chen, 
'w'ill consist of an intensive study 
of China's ,'forelsn trade and also of 
domestic and foreign trade in China, 
including a generous survey of China's 
relatlQUB with the irest, and em- 
bracing à discussion, of China's 
raamirecs, raraques, currency, weights 
and meaaures . an<l ti'anaportatlon 
faoUlâea. Special attention will be 
given.' In this course, to 'opportun!-' 
tlea for American enterprise. We 
shall also try to show how seriously 
the opportanlUes of America are en- 
dangared by the Shantung clause In 
aia°'|^^Mty of Peace. The problems of 
the ralatloBB of Cbltta aad Japan will 
be (kiorouglUy fflsctiased. klso ways 
aad means of tmproTla«' Amerlcaa 
busineea In China. 

"Another course is to be. given in 
business Chinese, that is, in the read- 
ing, wrIUtig, and speaking of the Chi- 
nese language. Thia eoune is planned 
especially for business mtiC dtt^oma- 
tists, educators ajid mfssionarlcti. 

"Both of these^éourses will be given 
in the evenings."
